Rousing Greeting 


At English Port 


PORTLAND. England — HTD — 


The 
nuclear-powered 
submarine 
Nautilus, pride of the U.S Navy, 
glided into port in triumph today 
at the end of a trail-blazing under­ 
sea journey across the top of the 
world. 
The craft 
crossed 
the 
break­ 
water into 
Portland 
Harbor 
at 
6 20 a.m. p.d.t. 
As it hove into view, every ship 
In this channel harbor screamed 
a welcome with sirens, horns and 
whistles. 
Thousands 
of 
persons 
cheered on shore. 
The arrival of the ship and its 
116 men who conquered the under­ 
sea secrets of the North Pole ov­ 
ershadowed even the homecoming 
of Princess Margaret after a roy­ 
al tour of Canada. 
The 
Nautilus' 
skipper. 
Cmdr. 
William R. Anderson. 37. had re­ 
turned from the U. S. and was 
flown out to the submarine 
by 
helicopter when it was s e v e n 
miles from shore. 
There, alongside the lightship of 
Portland Bill, the Nautilus crew 
got its first 
cheer 
from 
lonely 
light keepers. 
Ashore. Lord Skelkirk. first lord 
of the admiralty, and a gathering 
os gold-braided British admirals 
joined 
U.S. 
Ambassador J o h n 
Hay Whitney 
in

come. 


CHARGES COURTS 
AIDING CRIMINALS 


“ La w enforcement is losing ground today due to 


an adverse judicial atmosphere and the alm ost impos­ 


sible conditions imposed upon law enforcement by com­ 


plex, vague, and confusing laws.” 


Chief of Police August G. Keft- 


mann made this statement with 


the release of his crime 
report 


for the fiscal year of 1957 - 58, 


which shows a 57 per cent in­ 


crease in Palm Springs in crim ­ 
inal offenses, which inn .ed rape 
felonious assault, 
burglary, 
lar­ 
ceny, robbery and auto theft. 


C H IE F KETTM ANN, in c o m ­ 
menting on the increase in local 
crime, recalled that 
Director 
J. 
Edgar Hoo\er of the Federal Bur­ 
eau of Investigation documented 
that crime in the nation had in­ 
creased 44 per cent 
during 
the 
past 10 years, while the popula­ 
tion has increased 
only 
11 
per 
cent. In California, and Southern 
California 
particularly, 
the 
in­ 
crease has been even greater. 
Going on in his report to ex­ 
plain what has happened in the 
California C o u r t System. Chief 
Kettmann cited that since the an­ 
nouncement of the Cahan decision 
five years ago. a steady rise has 
been recorded in this state. The 
long held rule that 
"ignorance of 
the law is no excuse” is apparent­ 
ly being reversed by the courts 
which seem to feel the apprehen 
sion and punishment of criminals 


is secondary to the manner in 


which their 
capture 
is 
accom­ 


plished.

100,000 fo be Idle 


By Tomorrow as 


Hauling Slopped 


SAN FRANCISCO - HOT - Big 


trucks and trailers hauling freight 


in U western states began pull­ 
ing off the highways today in an 
employer - ordered lockout t h a t 
may idle as many as 100.000 men. 
It was estimated that by Wed­ 
nesday. 1.600 trucking firms will 
have p a r k e d 150.000 trucks be­ 
tween Mexico and Canada and as 
far east as Denver. 
The lockout 
affected 
the 
for- 
h i r e 
trucking 
industry 
which 
moves 75 per cent of the Wests 
truck freight/and does a $2.a00.000 
a day business. It did not affect 
such products as gasoline, beer, 
milk and bread, which are han­ 
dled by private fleets. 


T R U C K E R S SAID T H EY wi 11 
deliver freight now in transit, but 
will accept no further shipments. 
Perishables, medical supplies and 
government cargo will be allowed 
to move. 
The tie-up affected the states of 
Arizona. California. Colorado. Ida­ 
ho, Montana, Nevada, New Mex­ 
ico. 
Oregon. 
Utah, 
Washington 
and Wyoming. 
The employers ordered the lock­ 
out Monday in retaliation for a 
strike of 2.350 Teamsters in Cen­ 
tral California and Western Nev­ 
ada 
The Teamsters are seeking 
higher pay.. 
An 
employer spokesman 
said 
that by Thursday, all long - line 
hauling will have ended in the 11 
states. This in turn will cause a 
halt of local drayage. 


SO U TH ERN PACIFIC, and San­ 
ta Fe railroads 
announced 
they 
would accept no merchandise for 
local 
truck 
delivery 
except 
in 
areas not touched by the strike- 
lockout. 
This would mean several coun­ 
ties in the 
San 
Francisco 
Bay 
Area, which have either signed a 
new contract 
or are 
presently 
neeotiating one. 
The Central Valley Teamsters, 
belonging to Teamster Joint Coun­ 
cil 38. demanded the same wages 
as those recently granted drivers 
in 
several 
San 
Francisco 
Bay 
counties. 
Pickup and delivery drivers in 
the cities of Bakersfield. Vigglia, 
Fresno. Modesto, Stockton. Sacra­ 
mento. Eureka. Marysville a n d 
Reno now get $2.25 an hour, com­ 
pared to a range of $2.45 to $2.72 
in Oakland.

Chinese jet fighters flew around 
and over the Nationalist Chinese 
island group of Quemoy today but 
did not fire a shot or drop a sin­ 
gle bomb, the official C e n t r a l 
News Agency reported. 
Lt. Cmdr. H W. Chellow. spokes­ 
man for the U. S. Formosan De­ 
fense Command, noted that all U. 
S. planes patrolling the strait sep­ 
arating Formosa from the 
Red- 
held mainland, are armed and un­ 
der orders to fire back if attacked. 
Prem ier Chen Cheng said he be­ 
lieved the Communists were pre­ 
paring an attack. 
“ When they do we are not going 
to take the blows impassively." he 
told the Control Yuan supervisory 
body of the government s execu­ 
tive branch. 
"W e are going to return blow 
with blow ” 
The Quemoy group is just off 
the Chinese mainland 
about 
100 
miles southwest of Formosa. 
The Central News dispatch from 
Quemoy said the Communist jets, 
mostly M IG 17s. flew 90 sorties 
in the area in 11 hours. It said 
12 of the planes flew directly over 
the island but escaped Nationalist 
antiaircraft fire.

General Assembly from which tl.e 
sense of urgency was disappear­ 
ing. 


The U.S. was expected to push 
vigorously

campaign designed to guarantee 
peace in tiie critical mideastern 
region. Washington was reported 
ready to present a still-secret plan 
for Middle East economic devel­ 
opment if the extraordinary ses­ 
sion indicates a constructive ap­ 
proach is possible to lift the area 
out of its political and economic 
chaos. 


BOTH B R IT A IN AND thf U S.

tain peace in the Mideast. It ap­ 
peared the actual program might 
be presented to the assembly per­ 
sonally by President Eisenhower.

hostile and inflammatory propa­ 
ganda is beamed nut constantly. 
—The Soviet Communist party 
newspaper I* r a v d a warned in 
Moscow that the threat of war in 
the Middle East is still “ v e r y 
sharp" because of the presence 
of American and British troops in 
Lebanon and Jordan. It urged the

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State Assembly Hearinqs On 


Hiqhway Commission Timely 


Desert resident* will be particularly 
interested to know that a series of hear­ 
ings is being conducted by a 
State 
Assembly Committee investigating the 
policies and practices of the California 
Highway Commission in selecting and 


establishing freeway routes. 
Most will not be surprised lo learn 
that at the sessions so far conducted 
witnesses have appeared from a num­ 
ber of communities to testify as to the 
autocratic manner in which highway 
routes were “ adopted" and the result­ 
ant damage by construction of non-ac­ 
cess freeways through cities, large and 
small, without regard for the people, 
their property and the very life of the 


community itself. 
In one of a number of such instances 
recited before tlie Committee a resident 
of a coastal city related how the High­ 
way Commission had carved his town 
into three pieces by the location of two 
freeways and was presently bent on 
building a third in a 
manner which 
would cüt the community Into five sep­ 


arated sections. 
It takes little imagination lo realize 
the “ capital punishment” and final ruin 
which would thus he leveled upon this 
once prosperous community and its peo­ 


ple. 
W e here In the desert area are still 
freshly aware of the attempt of the 
Highway Commission to bring ruin to 
Highway 111 and carve up our Coun­ 
try Club area in the bargain. 
Also of the very recent Commission 
adoption of the D ry Morongo Route for 
a new' highway to the high desert and 
Twentynine Palms (without benefit of 
uMic hearings) to the everlasting del- 
tment of the people of Palm Springs, 
Desert Hot Spring* and the entire Coa­ 
chella 
Valley, who would be many 
times better served if the new highway 
were 
on 
a 
direct 
route 
from here 
through Desert Hot Springs and Little 
Morongo to Twentynine Palms. 
So numerous are the instances In 
which the Commission has chosen a 


highway route Inimicable to the welfare 
of the area and communities affected, 
without proper consideration for the 
people concerned, and so damaging and 
needlessly destructive have been many 
of its actions that the State Highway 
Commission should no longer be per­ 
mitted to operate as a self-governing 
body and a separate entity entirely 
apart from the law and beyond the 


reach of the people. 
The current State A s s e m b ly C o m m it­ 
tee investigation of H ig h w a y C o m m is ­ 
sion policies brings th e fir s t r e a l r a y of 
hope of effecting a change. 
And more encouraging is the fact that 
the Commiltee has already discovered 
the crux of the matter. That is the High­ 
way Commission policy of “ secret" se­ 
lection of routes before any fact or con­ 
sideration is given to the official high­ 
way hoards of counties, cities or the 


public. 
At this stage of its investigation the 
Assembly Committee lias indicated that 
it believes 1 he remedy lies in legisla­ 
tion compelling the Highway Commis­ 
sion to first consult with county and 
city highway bodies and hold required 
public hearings before official adoption 
of highway routes. 
It Is to be hoped that the Committee 
will make such a recommendation to 
the State Legislature without delay. 
As a further public safeguard, and in 
w ide popular demand, is the suggestion 
that members of the Highway Commis­ 
sion be elected by the people in dis­ 
tricts of the State similar to the man­ 
ner of electing the State Board of 
Lqualization. 
The power to determine routing of 
public highways is so great in its pos­ 
sibilities for public benefit, and poten­ 
tially so damaging when stupidity or 
wrongly used, that it should he strictly 
regulated by law in a manner fully and 
constantly responsive to the public. 
Highway Commissioners shoilld be 
servants of the people . . . elected by 
them.
